JOEL OLSENIUS 
THE EARLY SETTLERS AND THE ORGANIZATION OF THE ELIM CHURCH 


Introduction. 


“Thy scepter, Jesus, shall extend as far as day 
prevaileth, Thy glorious kingdom, without end, shall 
stand when all else faileth. 

“Thy blessed name shall be confessed and round 
Thy cross forever blest, shall kings and people 
gather.” 

As the children of the pioneers review the strug- 
gles and victories of this congregation since the days 
of her inception, days not only of a small beginning, 
poverty and hard labor, but also of great devotion, 
love and good cheer, we must not forget that this 
church participates in a much older and more glori- 
ous history of God’s kingdom than we are able or 
even called upon to review at this time. 

The ultimate foundation of this church is to be 
found in God’s eternal council, realized in the full- 
ness of time, when Jesus Christ, our Redeemer, 
through His sufferings and death purchased a bride 


to Himself. Every member of this church is bought 
and redeemed by the precious blood of the Lamb of 
God. The gospel of this great fact was long ago 
brought to our forefathers, among whom God raised 
up witnesses for Christ that prayed and labored 
among a people of the north, who were reared and 
steeped in superstition and idolatry. Upon the ruins 
of the heathen temples arose the Christian Church, 
crowned with the cross, the emblem of salvation 
through the sacrifice on Calvary. The gospel of sal- 
vation accompanied the pioneers of our Synod and 
this community, who in the homeland had been 
taught to fear God and to worship Christ, the only 
and true Saviour of mankind, and before they owned 
homes of their own, they were eager to rear, like 
the patriarchs of old, an altar to their Lord. This 
constitutes the background for the existence and 
history of the Elim Church at Scandia. 


The Harly Settlers. 


When almost 79 years ago the first settlers arrived 
at what now constitutes the community of Scandia, 
they found nothing but a wild, thick forest, where 
no white man had ever used any kind of an imple- 
ment, either for clearing the woods or catching wild 
game. Nothing short of a spirit of adventure and 
the guidance of the unseen hand, that decides and 
leads the destinies of men, could have inspired these 
men to enter upon an adventure of its kind. But it 
required a people that was accustomed to a northern 
clime and a not over fertile soil to make a success 
of it. And after 79 years, who of their children shall 
say that they were mistaken? 

The first Swedes at this place were also the first 
in the State of Minnesota, namely, the three young 
men, Oscar Roos, Carl Fernstrom and August San- 
dahl, who arrived Oct. 21, 1850, and located on the 
west side of Hay Lake, where they erected the first 
log house by the hands of Swedes in this state. The 
three named above attracted others to come, and 
within four years there was a colony spread out in 
the forests and along the lake shores of about 100 
persons. Of those that arrived 1853-1855, several 


were yet living at the 50th anniversary of our church 
1904. They built their homes, and the forests and 
lakes supplied them with the necessities of life, well 
satisfied with their lot. Luxuries were unknown.

The first pastor to visit this new settlement was 
the Episcopal pastor G. Unonius, 1852, who Sept. 
18th joined in marriage Fredrick H. Lammers and 
Helena Nelson, who was the first bride among the 
Swedes in Minnesota. He baptized also two children 
of Swedish parents, most likely the first out of its 
kind among the Swedes in the state. 

A pastor from “Kalmar Lian,” Sweden, arrived at 
this time, and although a Methodist, he attempted 
to serve the Lutherans in a Lutheran manner. But 
he was not successful, as he evidenced lack of prin- 
ciples. 


The Organization of the Elim Church. 


The Evangelical Lutheran Elim Church of Scan- 
dia, Washington County, Minnesota, was organized 
about May 19th, 1854, by the sainted Dr. Erland 
Carlsson, then located at Chicago, who made a trip 
to Minnesota and according to records organized 
Lutheran Churches at Center City, Scandia and the 
First Lutheran of St. Paul. He says in a letter to 
Dr, Fjellstedt in Sweden, dated at Chicago, July 
10th, 1854: “On the way from Chisago Lake I vis- 
ited another Swedish settlement near Marine Mills, 
where also a Swedish Lutheran Church, with almost 
as many members as in St. Paul, namely, 50 com- 
municants, all told 80, was organized.” 

From Rev, Cederstam’s notations we have this 
statement concerning a decision made in Chicago 
relative to Minnesota settlements: “It was decided 
that I should go to Minnesota. The previous year, 
1854, Rev. Erland Carlsson had, during a visit in 
Minnesota, organized churches at Chisago Lake, 
Marine Mills and St. Paul.”” These statements leave 
no doubt as to the time of organization of the Elim 
Church. , 

The organization meeting was held in the home of 


Daniel Nelson, near Hay Lake, about two miles 
south of Scandia. No record of this meeting is in 
existence; neither do we know with certainty who 
and how many the members were that joined at this 
time; nor do we know the exact date of organiza- 
tion. There is a possibility that 15 families with 
their full-grown children and small children, and a 
certain number of unmarried men that lived in the 
community, joined the new organization. 

The church was not incorporated until 1894, and 
was designated by the name ‘Marine Church,” de- 
rived from the name of the town, Marine. When the 
congregation in Marine Mills was organized in 1872, 
the name “The Country Church” was applied to the 
former and older congregation. 

Daniel Nelson’s home seems to have been utilized 
for all the meetings and gatherings for divine wor- 
ship until a church was built 1856. Several meetings 
were held to discuss the church building project and 
to prepare a constitution and elect board members. 
Such a constitution was adopted and deacons elected 
at the meeting held Dec. 10th, 1855, and the organi- 
zation of the church perfected.

Building 


The Elim congregation worships in the fifth 
church erected during its 75 years. The first one 
was in keeping with the times, resources and the 
present need. It was built 1856, and located south of 
the road that leads by the Hay Lake school house. 
It was furnished with the material that crowned the 
hills of this community, and its dimensions were 
30x20. The southern section of the settlement fur- 
nished the labor and the cost connected with its con- 
struction. The staunch and faithful men who pushed 
the work ahead in the face of obstinate obstruction 
on the part of the few Methodists did a valiant piece 
of work. This little log house church served for five 
years and was sold to the school district to be used 
as a school house. 

In the year 1861 another church, the dimensions 
being 50x36, was erected on the site which now is 
the cemetery, at the cost of $1,400.00. There was 
quite a contention about the location for the pro- 
posed new church, as the members in the northern 
section deemed it out of place to have the church 
located in its former locality, and after much per- 
suasive argumentation Mr. Olof Olin, who owned

the tract of land which now constitutes the cemetery, 
donated the land as a site for the new church. A 
period of an awakened interest and a numerical 
increase in membership and attendance followed 
as a direct result from this forward step. This 
church served its purpose for a period of ten years. 

At the annual meeting Dec. 30th, 1872, a decision 
was arrived at to build a larger and more substan- 
tial church. The decision was modified at a meeting 
June 24th, 1873. The dimensions of this edifice were 
80x50 and erected on the spot where the present 
one is located. The structure was completed and 
dedicated at the conference meeting held in the fall 
of 1877. 

The 9th of Sept., 1884, saw this not insignificant 
church structure razed to the ground by a tornado 
that swept over Scandia. ‘This was a severe trial 
for the pioneers, whose means were limited, and the 
church in ruin carried a considerable debt to be paid. 

However, the members collected their spirit, and 
in the name of the Lord within two weeks after the 
disaster decided to build a new church. 

This church was the fourth in thirty years. It was 
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to be a substantial structure and therefore it was 
brick veneered, and a sacristy adequate in size to be 
used for smaller gatherings was added. This church 
was the object of much love and labor. Pipe organ 
was secured 1898, the Luther League raising $1,000 
to its purchase, renovated 1902, and art windows 
installed 1903. A new altar painting was secured 
1904. The church assumed the appearance of a 
beautiful temple. 

Again a catastrophe happened. The 21st of May, 
1907, the edifice was struck by lightning and burned 
to the ground. This was a testing of the congrega- 
tionby fire, but the members proved their mettle. 

Within a year on the date of the destruction of the 
former church, the corner stone for a new, more 
solid edifice was laid, and the building was ready for 
dedication by Dr. J. A. Krantz Dec. 17th, 1908. Pipe 
organ and a beautiful altar have been footed by the 
Luther League. The church is no doubt the most 
churchly and cathedral-like in this section of the 
state, and it is a monument that bespeaks the faith 
and aspirations of its members. 

The building committee consisted of two members 
from each district with the pastor as chairman, At

the corner stone laying the following items were 
deposited : 
“1, The album edited at the Fiftieth Anniversary 
1904. 
Synodical Minutes of 1907. 
. Conference Minutes of 1908. 
Augustana of May 21st, 1908. 
Church Constitution of 1887. 
. The Swedish Almanac of 1908. 
. Constitution of Synod and Conference. 
The Church Book in use. 
. A summary report of the destruction of the 
former church, as well as the progress of the church 
under construction, the names of members of the 
building committee, of the architect, contractor, and 
members of that year’s confirmation class, of the 
members of the church board, the organist, janitor, 
and the donor of the corner stone. There was also 
a statement inserted, that the president of the dis- 
trict, Rev. G. A. Stenborg, officiated at the laying 
of the corner stone.” 
He was, however, hindered from coming, and the 
act was performed by Rev. J. Theod. Kjellgren, as- 
sisted by the Revs. Levine and Carlson. 
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Until 1927 the church has had only two parson- 
ages. The first one was located on the ground ad- 
joining the church property at that time and built 
in 1868. In the year 1883 a new parsonage was built 
on the present site and was enlarged in the year 
1907. This personage served for a period of 45 
years. This house, no doubt, had been witness to 
many sad and happy experiences, but nevertheless 
it had to give way to a new parsonage, which was 
built 1927 according to modern way of architecture 
and construction. 

The New Parsonage. 

All the conveniences found in city homes are in 
this new house, except gas. It does not suffer from 
too much space. But it is well built and comfortable 
both winter and summer. Arthur Dahlstrom, Min- 
neapolis, was the architect, and B. L. Steffend, Lind- 
strom, the builder. R. L. Swanson, A. E. Morrison 
and Magnus Lundgren constituted the building com- 
mittee. Including the old house, which was a part 
of the contract, the new parsonage represents a 
value of about $10,000.00. The church of Scandia 
possesses a church property in which it may have 
justifiable pride. 
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The church owns also a chapel, located by the side 
of the church, built by the Luther League and used 
for all extra meetings, socials and festivities; be- 
sides it serves as a community center for commercial 
and political interests. 

In the year 1919 the church acquired the church 
property for the consideration of $600.00, owned by 
the Methodists, a quarter of a mile south of Scandia. 
The land will be used as an annex cemetery. The 
church property is worth $80,000.00. 


The Pastors — Chiist’s Servants. 

Dr. Erland Carlsson from Chicago was undoubt- 
edly the first Lutheran pastor who visited this settle- 
ment and who organized the church in May, 1854. 
The same year Dr. E. Norelius made a visit in the 
summer, and Dr. T. N. Hasselquist in November. 
The following year, 1855, the Rev. P. A. Cederstam 
was sent and visited this infant church regularly for 
three years. He labored with great zeal and earnest- 
ness and laid the foundation sure and strong, under 
great difficulties and self-denial. 

During 1858 and 1859 the pastors J. P. Borin, 
P. Beckman and P. Carlson made a few visits to this 
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colony. From 1859 to 1861 the little church was 
served by Rev. C. A. Hedengran from Center City. 

Rev. John Pehrson, who served the church from 
June, 1862, till Oct. 23rd, 1863, was the first perma- 
nent pastor. But he gave the church only part of 
the time, for which he was paid $200.00 a year. The 
second pastor was Aaron Lindholm, who served the 
church two years from June, 1864. After him came 
Rev. J. P. Lundblad and stayed a year. The theo- 
logical student L. O. Lindh attended with preaching 
the gospel part of 1868, and after his ordination 
1869 he became its permanent pastor. He continued 
for a period of ten years and a marked progress was 
made. More order was introduced in board meetings 
and in the finances of the church; Bibles were pre- 
sented to the catechumens, and registration for com- 
municn was introduced; catechetical meetings were 
held, and the Sunday school was organized. The 
spirit of God moved many hearts of the people, and 
there was evidence of a true evangelical revival. The 
Lord had blessed the work of this faithful servant, 
and in September, 1879, Rev. Lindh moved away 
from this field of labor. 
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The Rev. Eric Hedeen became the successor of 
Rev. Lindh and took up the work in October, 1879. 
He is spoken of as an enthusiastic preacher. It was 
during his ministry that the church was wrecked 
the 9th of Sept., 1884. After the angry, devastating 
storm had cleared away, the pulpit was found to 
remain in its place — demonstrating that the Word 
of God shall abide when the sun, moon, stars and 
the earth itself pass away, and the following Sunday 
divine services were held and sermon delivered from 
the pulpit among the ruins, amidst great emotions 
on the part of the parishioners. Rev. Hedeen did not 
spare himself in aiding and directing the church to 
devise ways and means for a new edifice; the neigh- 
boring churches shared willingly. 

Rev. Hedeen left in his resignation to the church 
May 25th, 1885. Much tribulation through sickness 
and adversity in his home had aided to reduce his 
strength and ambition. 

After him, the Rev. A. Hult was called and accept- 
ed, and entered upon his pastoral duties in January, 
1886. During his time the new church was com- 
pleted and dedicated in the fall of 1890, when also 
the Minnesota Conference convened in Scandia.

tev. Hult was a faithful and courageous pastor, 
who witnessed the church grow and prosper. Some 
conflicts during his ministry are spoken of to have 
arisen among the members, which situation caused 
him much anxiety and greatly burdened his heart. 
But the Good Shepherd of the flock averted a divi- 
sion and brought the trial to a good issue. Rev. 
Hult’s removal after nine years of incessant faithful 
labor caused a profound regret in the minds and 
hearts of the members. He left in June, 1895. 

The ccming of the Rev. J. Theod. Kjellgren in 
July, 1896, marked a new era in the development of 
the church, which in the following years reached the 
summit of its membership roll. He was installed as 
pastor of Elim by Dr. E. Norelius, Sept. 4th, 1896. 

Rev. J. Theod. Kjellgren was born in Norunga 
Parish, Elfsborgs lan, Sweden, Sept. 22nd, 1859. He 
attended the public school in his community. His 
parents, Anders Jonasson and his wife Brita Maria 
Larsdctter, realizing the studiousness of the boy, yet 
themselves unable to promote his studies, sought 
assistance from friends, and he was sent to Fjell- 
stedt’s school at Uppsala, where he pursued his 
studies at the high school and University of Uppsala 
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for some years. The year 1884 saw him in America, 
and in the fall of 1885 he was enrolled in the Semi- 
nary at Rock Island, Ill. After his ordination in the 
Immanuel church, Chicago, Ill., June 26th, 1887, he 
assumed the pastoral duties of the Lutheran Church 
at Assaria, Kansas. Because of illness Rev. Kjell- 
gren accepted a call to Marine, where he labored six 
years, before he was called to Scandia. At Scandia 
he devoted his best years and used all the strength 
and power God had given him in the welfare of this 
growing congregation. He loved his people and he 
went out and in as a shepherd among his flock. 


Rev. Kjellgren was a man of great abilities, direct 
and sincere in all his undertakings. He served the 
Conference as statistician 1892-1894; he was a mem- 
ber of the Board of Gustavus Adolphus College 
1893-1901; he was also on the Board of Bethesda 
Hospital. The Synod made use of his talents as 
secretary 1894-1903. 


In the summer of 1904 the church celebrated its 
golden anniversary, and the story of the church was 
written by the pastor and published in the form of 
an album. There was great rejoicing in those festive 


days in the courts of God over the things He had 
done for the pilgrims in the pioneer days. 

Among the most trying experiences that came to 
this sainted servant of God was to see the church 
consumed by fire May 21st, 1907. He took it as a 
chastisement from the Lord, having also in mind 
the destruction of the former church by the forces 
of nature, which are ministers in God’s hands. But 
as a faithful leader he surmounted this adversity, 
mustered the forces, and reared another temple, in 
which this and coming generations, by God’s mercy, 
will worship their Lord. 

There was rejoicing at the celebration of the Six- 
tieth Anniversary May 10th, 1914. The speakers at 
the three sessions, respectively, were Drs. P. A. 
Mattson, O. J. Johnson and I'rank Nelson. Shortly 
thereafter the pastor and his family made a trip to 
Sweden, from which he returned very much re- 
freshed and envigorated and he felt very happy over 
the confidence and good will the church tendered 
him and his family, both going and coming. 


Rev. Gottfred Carlson, then a student, supplied 
during the absence of the pastor. 
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A mysterious cause entered in somehow and 
changed matters. The following year, June 6th, we 
find the pastor hand in his resignation, which took 
effect Sept. Ist, 1915. Rev. Kjellgren had consum- 
mated a nineteen years’ service, which as to duration 
and results stands unparalleled in the history of this 
church, 


He was a staunch supporter of Christ’s Church 
in general and of the Augustana Synod in particu- 
lar, always urging faithfulness and material support 
of Conference and Synod. His beloved wife sup- 
ported him with her musical talents to the upbuild- 
ing of the church. 


Rev. Kjellgren’s days of labor were not long after 
he left Scandia. The 8th of March, 1917, after a 
short illness, he was called by his Lord to his eternal 
rest. With profound sadness evidenced by his for- 
mer church members, his funeral was held in Scan- 
dia March 14th, and his earthly remains were laid 
at rest in the midst of the 500 members over whom 
he had pronounced the life’s evening prayer. 


The monument in the cemetery, with his name, 
marks his resting place in Scandia. 
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The Rev. A. J. Malmquist became the successor to 
Rev. Kjellgren. He delivered his introductory ser- 
mon the last Sunday of April, 1916. His ministry 
was noted for its continuation of the work well or- 
ganized by the predecessors. During his time the 
impressive altar was installed in the present temple, 
at the expense of the Luther League. He awakened 
a spirit for missions and his reports are replete with 
admonitions to more mission zeal, and also expres- 
sions of gratitude when such a spirit was evidenced. 
He labored here during the turbulent years of the 
great war, which were more than in one way trying 
both for pastor and the flock. He sponsored together 
with the church the great celebration of the Seventy- 
fifth Anniversary of the founding of this settlement, 
June 24th, 1925, — a noted event at this place, when 
the governor of the state, Theodore Christianson, 
and other dignitaries favored the community with 
their presence. Rev. Malmquist’s labor as pastor in 
Elim terminated when he resigned and delivered his 
farewell sermon Nov. 15th, 1925. Also he had la- 
bored faithfully in his way for the upbuilding of 
God’s kingdom and the salvation of souls. 

Of the pastors who have served this church up to 


1927 Rev. Malmquist is the only one living. Those 
that have gone before have received their reward. 


Dr. C. J. Collin, Rev. Christian Swenson, Mr. Ar- 
thur Pierce, and Dr. J. A. Krantz served the church 
during the vacancy. 


Several pastors had meanwhile been called, but 
all declined the call. At a meeting held Feb. 24th, 
1927, Rev. Joel Olsenius was unanimously called. 
He accepted, and arrived Sept. Ist, 1927. A new 
parsonage was under construction, and possession 
was taken of the same Nov. 10th, just before the 
winter set in. Installation of the pastor in connec- 
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tion with the district meeting held at Scandia took 
place Nov. 14th. The president of the conference, 
Dr. P. A. Mattson, officiated, assisted by the pastors 
of the district. The time has been too short to pro- 
duce anything of importance to relate, except the 
small share he had in the campaign for $500,000.00 
fund for the conference institutions in the fall of 
1928. 

During the vacancies arising the latter thirty 
years efficient and faithful pastors have served, as 
Rev. K. J. Peel, Dr. C. J. Collin, Rev. Christian 
Swenson, Theol. Student Arthur Pierce, and Dr. J. 
A. Krantz.

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Christian Education. 


The Christian education of the youth has been an 
object of great concern to the church from the be- 
ginning. The organization of the Sunday school 
dates back to 1874. It was first held in the homes. 
The Christianity school originated at the same time, 
and has continued until now. Up to a few years ago 
this school as well as the Sunday school has used the 
Swedish language as its medium. But now the Eng- 
lish language is used almost exclusively. 


During the early years of our church work, Chris- 
tianity schools were conducted at several different 
places within our congregation and the parents evi- 
denced a great interest in this work, as shown by 
the large number of children attending annually. 
Now we count ourselves fortunate if we are able to 
hold school at one designated place with a sufficient 
number of children fer a period of six weeks a few 
hours a day. The care taken of the children has been 
the source of strength this church has shown in the 
past, and constitutes a mighty challenge to the pres- 
ent generation. 


The Sunday school is now conducted an hour pre- 
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vious to divine services, as up to a few years ago it 
was held after the services. 

A great number of teachers have throughout these 
many years been employed. They are too many to 
enumerate. But the records bear testimony of great 
zeal and devoted interest in the Christian education 
of the young by all of them. 

The work laid down in these schools has been of 
the greatest importance as means to impart Chris- 
tian knowledge and quicken the spiritual faculties 
of the children, preparatory to the instruction for 
confirmation, 

Confirmation classes have from the earliest years 
been instructed and led into the sanctuary of God’s 
revealed plan of our salvation. The blessings re- 
ceived by the youth from these sacred hours can not 
be calculated by man. Some children come much un- 
prepared to receive and keep the deeper and more 
comprehensive knowledge imparted to them at their 
age. But then again, others come better prepared 
and do receive and keep it, and it becomes a source 
of continued blessing through life. 

The Bible class held in connection with the Sun-

day school as well as the Luther League has been a 
great aid in deepening the knowledge in God’s Word, 
and to inspire to faithfulness and loyalty to the 
church. 

A respectable number of young people have pur- 
sued studies at Gustavus Adolphus College and other 
institutions of learning, and today we find quite a 
number of Elim’s sons and daughters occupying high 
positions within several professions in the Twin- 
Cities and elsewhere. At home they laid the founda- 
tion to serve in a larger field, and as a rule they 
remain faithful to the church that reared them. 

The interest taken in college education, our own 
college at St. Peter being patronized by our youth, 
has also constituted a stimulus for the liberal finan- 
cial support which this church has always given this 
school in particular and all our institutions in gen- 


eral. This love for education is deeply rooted in the 
hearts of our membership. It constitutes our glory, 
and is the reason why our young people are well 
spoken of wherever they come. We are happy to 
know this fact. 

A few years ago, the preparations for establishing 
a high schoo] at Scandia had far advanced, land was 
secured, and $15,000 were already available, but the 
oppesition to the final step to realize this proposition 
became so strong, that the promotors of a Scandia 
High School were defeated in their efforts. This 
was a fatal mistake, and it becomes very expensive 
for the membership to send, every year, a large num- 
ber of young people to high schools in neighboring 
towns. The grcunds secured for the location of a 
high school are still there, and the idea may be re- 
alized some day.

ORGANIZATIONS 


LADIES’ AID. 


It is to the credit of the women of the Augustana 
Synod, that they have keen very active workers fo1 
the spread of the gospel and the upbuilding of God’s 
kingdom. The Ladies’ Aid was organized 1891 by 
Rev. Hult. It has continued ever since to interest 
and enlist all the women of the church in missionary 
enterprise. 

For a number of years the membership has been 
divided into districts, of which two respectively, co- 
operate and hold joint meetings alternately in the 
districts, These meetings have been and still are a 
source of inspiration and edification to the members. 
Its meetings are looked forward to with pleasure 
and anticipation. Semi-annual meetings are held 
with the entire women membership; at New Year 
and midsummer, in the chapel. 

This society has raised during its existence the 
sum of $9,714,27. As treasurer Mrs. John Morrison 
served 1904-1909; Mrs, Frank Sandstedt 1910- 
1917; Mrs. Henry A. Johnson 1918-1928. This work

has constituted a stimulant for the interest in the 
welfare of the individual as well as in the welfare 
of the local church and Christian activities in gen- 
eral. 


LUTHER LEAGUE. 


The Luther League in Elim is a live society ; young 
and old attend. Its organization dates back to 1896. 
It has a constitution, which is seldom consulted. Of 
Luther Leagues I know this is the one which serves 
a purpose, to enlighten and to edify. May 19th, 1926, 
the society celebrated its Thirtieth Anniversary. 

In years gone by it has assisted the church by in- 
stalling a pipe organ and decorating the former 
church, and in financing the installation of the altar 
in the present church edifice, also by contributing its 
funds at intervals for various purposes. It has ever 
been ready, willingly to assist the church. This 
spring it has undertaken to give the interior of 
the chapel a very inviting appearance. 

The sum total raised by the Luther 
amounts to $15,933.99.

ELIM DAUGHTERS. 


The young wemen of Elim Church were invited 
to the home of the pastor, Rev. J. Theod. Kjellgren 
and his family, in the afternnoon of Feb. 10th, 1915, 
to awaken an interest in organizing a young Women’s 
Foreign Missionary Society. 


A large group of enthusiastic young women ac- 
cepted the invitation. After the cause and the need 
of mission workers had been presented to those 
present, an organization was decided upon, and 
the name “Elim Daughters” was adopted. A consti- 
tution was drawn up and accepted. It should work 
for Foreign Missions only, and meet once a month. 
But as the Heme Mission fields seemed to be in need 
of funds, the society in 1926 passed an admendment 
to work for both Home and Foreign Missions. 


A study of missionaries and their respective fields 


of work together with literary and musical numbers 

have been the order of the programs. The last few 
years the studies suggested in the Mission Tidings 
have been followed. Many missionaries home on 
furlough have paid us visits and brought us knowl- 
edge all important. 

This society has received a wonderful support 
from the whole church membership, and its work 
for missions has redounded to the benefit of the local 
church itself. 

During its fourteen years of existence, the society 
has sent out $5,875.00 to help spread the light in the 
dark lands, China having received the greatest 
amount. 

Miss Anna Kjellgren, now Mrs. Sandberg, was 
the first chairman, but served only a short time.

CONFIRMATION CLASS OF 1929 
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FINANCES AND STATISTICS 


In the early beginning the financial resources were 
as yet meager, and of the first ten years nothing is 
found recorded. The beginning at that time every- 
where in our country was on a modest scale. 

The members were taxed equally, which method 
has been in vogue up to our present day. It was a 
system that worked when all were just as poor; but 
it is not proper at a time when the material posses- 
sions differ to a large degree. 

This fact has been recognized by all denomina- 
tions, including our own synod. As a result this 
church adopted the pledge system 1926, according 
to which each member’s conscience and ability de- 
cide the sum to be contributed annually to the local 
work and missions, There is therefore to be noted 
an improvement in the financial support, which is 
not more than right, when we consider that in Scan- 


dia Village alone the business carried on, all assets 
included, borders on $1,000,000.00. Some difference 
from the time of the early settlers! The grand total, 
which this church has handled since 1864 amounts 
to $295,309.00, considering that a pericd of ten years 
has no record on this point it is safe to say, that the 
grand total reaches $300,000.00. 

The children baptized 1879-1928 are 1,368, 1,609 
members have been confirmed 1879-1928. Irom 
1879 to 1928 inclusive 842 deaths and funerals have 
taken place. 

The church at this time consists of 767 communi- 
cant members and 241 children, all told 1,008. 

If this church and community had had work and 
bread to give all that have been reared here, this 
church teday would have had a much larger mem- 
bership,

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ORGANISTS. 


In the pioneer days everything was primitive; so 
it was in the field of church music. Car] Carlson is 
mentioned as teacher of music 1865-1867. Eric 
Magnuson 1868. John P. Térnblad had the distinc- 
tion to be leader of the congregational singing for 
a period of ten years. Dr. J. A. Krantz served as 
organist some time after 1880, when the first pipe 
organ was installed. This organ was wrecked when 
the church was razed by a tornado, as before men- 
tioned.

In the house of God there are many offices, all im- 
portant and tending to execute the purposes of the 
Lerd. The sexton’s position is one of honor, because 
cf the Lord whom he serves and whom we worship 
in the Sanctuary. 

No one is spoken of as holding this position until 
1865, when Johan M. Johnson served. Jonas Ander- 
son held the office 1866-1867. After him Lars An- 
derson served a year. Johan M. Johnson served 
again 1869-1881, Johan P. Térnblad 1882-1890, P. 
M. Nelson 1891-1902, Gustaf Magnuson 1903-1916, 
Gustaf Johnson 1917, Arthur Swenson 1918-1920, 
Wm. Johnson 1922, Reuben Nelson 1923-1924, Ar. 
thur Swenson 1925-. 

When we consider the salary which has been paid 
these servants, we notice a gradual improvement, 
altheugh there is room for more. The service ren- 
dered by these men during a period of 75 years can 
not fully be appreciated, and the present genera- 
tion finds it hard to realize all that has been con- 


nected with the past: poverty and adversity, yet 
willingness and courage to fulfill the duty at hand. 
Such were the characteristics of our pioneers, whose 
legacy their children have inherited, 

Until the year 1921 a custom has been in vogue 
to sign three names of the trustees to the treasurer’s 
reports. Since then the treasurer has attached his 
own signature. 

Mr. Abraham Johnson served faithfully as treas- 
urer for a period of thirty years, 

Mr. A. E. Morrison took the office after him 1921 
and served until 1928, when Mr. Henry A. Johnson 
was elected as treasurer. 


It is a remarkable fact in view of the conditions 
threughout our Synod, that all the church work in 
Elim has been conducted in the Swedish language, 
until a few years ago, and a Swedish sermon is yet 
listened to by the large majority of the members 
with delight. 

Many committees have been at work during these 
many years, and to mention each member of such 
committees is out of question. There seems to be one 
man who deserves special mention, Mr. John Swen-
